20 workers. Like most successful in- 
dustries there is usually one man who is 
the moving spirit. Not very many men 
are born leaders of men; the majority of 
‘men are followers. Mr. Peter Car- 
michael who had the practical working 
of the plant for nearly half a century 
was a wonderful man, with a thorough 
knowledge of the business as well asa 
man who knew men. “The tact and 
energy of Mr. Carmichael did much to 
give his firm the foremost place in the 
linen trade of the world. 

Many good people make the mistake of 

supposing that one man is as good as an- 
other man and a man just counts as 
number so and so on the time book. 
Not thus did Mr. Carmichael think of 
men.

Clerk’s Report. | : 
The business part of the fourth an- 


nual report of the Indian Ridge Associ- 
ation may. be shortly summed up.. No 


Mr. Charles L. Carter carried out their 
wishes expressed at the last annual 
meeting, in so far as the money in the 
treasury allowed. This was most judi- 
ciously expended in cutting a few trees, 
and in elearing the paths and driveways, 
leaving the reservation in better condi- 
tion than ever before. All the work has 
told and given a look of care, without 
taking away the natural beauty and 
wildness. 

Early in February, through the cour- 
tesy of Mr, J. J. Abbot, a member of the 
association, a “right of way” was 
granted by him and the co-heirs of the 
Hartwell 1. Abbot estate, over the road- 
way leading from the Samson’s Hockey 
entranee on the West-Parish road to the 
southern boundary of the reservation on 
the Red Spring road: “This was vataablé 
because in opening thé Samson’s Hockey 
entrance the association had unwittingly 
infringed on the Abbot land. On Feb. 7; 
1902, a deed to- this “right of way’ to- 
gether-with-a“blue print” showing the 
plan ofthe reservation, was registered 
in the Essex North Registry of. Deeds, 
Lawrence, Mass. 

In March occurred the only death dur- 
ing-the-year- among our list of contriba- 
tors to the purchase of the reservation, 
‘that of Miss Ellen Frothingham of Bos- 
ton, the authoress and translator. Her 
friend, Miss Anna Fuller, wrote, “That 
_I.cared.to-save-Indi idge was: 
cient to enlist her tive interest, al- 


old trees. I love ( thik that her hand 
was helpful in that good work.” 
__It was a blow_to the. association. 
June, when Mrs. Wm. Marland was 
obliged to resign the treasurership. The 
enthusiasm which led her to work so 
earnestly and sucéessfully in acquiring 
the reservation ‘could ill be spared from 
the meetings of the trustees. 

If the pleasure gained from the reser- 
vation should be counted this annual 
report would be very long. In May, two 
visits to the reservation with children 
from the Indian Ridge school showed 
that they remembered and appreciated 
their visits of the year before. “Are we 
going every year? Here’s Samson's Hoc- 
key! There’s the big tree I chose last 
year! Here’s our beech-tree!” The 
visits were not only delightful but ! 
useful, as the boys destroyed more than 
two hundred caterpillar nests. They 
knew well how to do it, having earned a 
good share of the money given by the 
A. V. I. S. for collecting caterpillar-belts 
early in the season. 

Later on visitors from Boston picniced 
on the East Ridge, where they almost 
feared to sit down for fear of hurting 
the cushions of partridge-berry vines. 

A December visit to the reservation is 
thus described: 

“Oh, how good it was to be there! On 
the Ridge bits of paper showed that 
| “hare and hounds” bad been over. There 
were prints of feet, children’s feet, where 
snow remained ina hollow. Further on 
came criss cross lines that marked the 
path of a partridge and presently we 
heard the whirring. Otherwise there 
were no signs of life and perfect stillness 
was about us save when the wind passed 
through the trees. I thought the work 
of clearing well done. We did not go to 
the West Ridge, perhaps half way there. 
Really the closer parts pleased me most, 
though it was the tall trees there that 
were most impressive. We came out on 
the West Parish road. The entrance 
| there looked in good condition. It is a 
| satisfaction to have that broad path on 
the top of. the East Ridge and itmatkes 
the walk more beautiful, and the forma- 
tion more noticeable.” 

Very lately travellers from Mackinaw 
have said that there are no pines on that 
beautiful wooded island equal to those 
on Indian Ridge. May we not ask for 
help to keep these treeg safe from fire by 
continuing to free the paths from dead 
limbs, leaves and bushes. Our treasury 
is very low, though not reduced to one 
dollar, as it was a year ago. Many 
thanks to the friends who then came to 
the rescue. 

Perhaps it may be permitted to make 
@ suggestion, that if the association ap- 
prove the selectmen should be asked to 
change the name of ‘Mineral street” to 
Red Spring road, and ‘Reservation 
street” to West Parish road, as these 
names seem to harmonize better with a 
woodland reservation.

Bill Introduced by Andover’s Repre. 
sentative to Provide a Public 
Convenience. , 


Representative Cole has introduced 4 
bill into the legislature, which would, if 
it becomes a law, afford convenience and 
comfort to the travelling public. 

The provisions of. the bill are as 
follows: 


Under the direction of the mayor 
and aldermen of cities, or the board 
of selectmen. of towns, all street 
railway companies operating cars in 
this commonwealth shall provide 
suitable waiting rooms, with con- 
veniences for public comfort, for 
the’accommodation of their patrons 
at such points as said officials may 
designate. 

Said waiting rooms ‘shall be made 
satisfactory in design, appearance, 
and-—conveniences afforded, to- the— 
mayor and aldermen, or the board of 
selectmen requiring them. 

In case of any neglect of the rail- 
way companies to comply with the 
-requirements of city or towr officials 
within a reasonable time, said of- 
ficials may appeal to the Railroad’ 
Commissioners, who shall have ful! 
power to enforce the Provisions | of 


Any street jaiPwag company ag- 
grieved by such—requirements-—-shal!— 
have the’ right to appeal to the 
Railroad Commissioners, and the de- 


be. binding upon all parties iriter- 

ested. 

A penalty is also provided to enf force 
the law.

When near 
the bridge over the Shawsheen river the 
sleds slued on an icy spot, the-bob crash- 
ing into and breaking the iron railing on 
the bridge. Two girls, Miss Linna 
Guard, and Miss Lillian Ordway, were 
somewhat injured, the former striking 
her head, the latter her knee. Two 
young men were somewhat.bruised and 
scraped but not seriously. All were for- 
tunate in getting out of the affair so 
easily as the double runner narrowly es- 
caped being precipitated into the river.

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North Andover Man Was Not

As there are 
many. Andover—people;-the—Fownsnrat 
correspondent among them, who have 
done exactly.--what. the North Andover 
man refused to do, the story is worth re- 
peating and we accordingly reprint it: 

A rather amusing but momentous 
question’ was settled one day last 
week between a conductor of the 
Boston & “Northern street railway 
and a passenger who was en route to

- The passenger, who by the way, 

was a North Andover man, boarded 

a car at North. Andover Centre, 

which-was bound for Salem. 

... hhe conductor collected a fiye cent _ 

fare from the passenger almost as” 

soon as the latter was seated, and in 

a minute or so came around for an- 

other fare. This time the passenger. 

refused to pay, as the car was yet 
within the limits of North Andover. 

The conductor. expostulated and 
notified the passenger that he would 
be compelled to eject him or arrest 
him, and the passenger suavely and 
politely replied that he hoped the 
conductor would place him under 
arrest,as he desired very much to 
tind out just what the B. & N., fran- 
chise was entitled to in his town. 

The conduetor, finding that he-had 
struck the wrong man, changed his 
mind, and he neither ejected. the 
passenger from North Andover nor 
arrested him. 

Upon reaching Salem, the North 
Andover man turned to the conduc- 
tor and said, blandly, ‘“No personal 
feeling, I hope?” The conductor 
bluntly replied, “No, none what- 
ever.” The passenger then said, “I 
intend to look into this matter 
and see what rights your road has in 
charging twenty cent fares from 
North Andover Centre to, Salem. 
Owher passengers may be gullible 
enough to pay you twenty cents but 
my judgment is that fifteen cents is 
all you're entitled to,” and with this 
parting shot the man from North 
Andover headed for the court house 
nearby. 

There seems to be some doubt as 
to whether the conductor or the 
road gets it when it is paid. This 
was one occasion when it was not 
paid. 

According to the present method of 
collecting fares, it costs North Andover 
people as much to go to Salem as it does 
Lawrence people. Andover people get- 
ting on at Wilson’s. Corner also have to 
pay four fares to Salem, just ‘as Many as 
if they had boarded the car at the Trans- 
fer station in Lawrence over three miles 
away.

Court Hands Down Decision in His Fa- 
vor This Week. 


‘| A Gecree Nas just been handed down 


by Judge Sheldon in the famous. case 
of Frances W, Fitch and Dr. Jefferson 
against Geo, P. Pillsbury of “Andover. 
The history of the case is a most in- 
teeresting one. Geo. P, Pillsbury Is a 


farmer at Andover, with hundreds of, 


‘acres of woodland. He is estimated to 
be worth at least $100,000. His easy 


+ going life and thorough business meth- 


ods have made people wonder how he 
got entangled with Mrs. Fitch and Dr. 
Jefferson, ; 

Dr. Jefferson some ten years ago 
married Geo, F. Richardson’s daughter 
at Lowell. After the marriage Mr. 
Richardson gave to Jefferson and his 
wife a large residence and grounds in 
Lowell which was fitted up as a san- 
itarlum, and called the Bellevue hospi- 
tal. The doctor employed ‘Mrs, Fitch 
as matron. Trouble ensued between the 
doctor and his wife, which resulted* in 
Mrs. Jefferson securing a divorce from 
her husband in 1896. , 

The sanitarium was not paying. 
Finally, through, the real estate agency 
of Shepard. & Fuller of Lowell, he got 
track on a beautiful 
Millis, Mass., and arrangements were 
made whereby the two properties were 
exchanged. | 

It was in this transaction that Pills- 
bury first became connected with the 
Pillsbury held a mortgage of 
$1500 on the old Jefferson homestead; 
and Eugene Jefferson, a brother in 
name the Bellevue hospital 
stood, .refused to. sign the transfer un- 
less the doctor could get Pillsbury to 
give him a release of that mortgage. 
This the doctor finally succeeded in do- 
ing, and also.secured $4000 or $5000 ad- 
vancement on the ‘Millis property. The 
deed of the Millis property was placed 
in .Pillsbury’s name and a paper 
drawn wp whereby he was to pay all 
running expenses, taxes, insurance and 
repairs, with no limit of time, and a 
forfeit of $25,000 for a failure to do so. 
After a few months the doctor came to 
the conclusion that the santarum was 
not & success and leased the property 
to. Mrs. Fitch, who also-secured a pa- 
per from Pillsbury ‘with his signature; 


with conditions precisely the same as - 


the one given to Dr. Jefferson. Mrs.’ 
Fitch in’ tirn got tiréa of the-property. 
and leased it to a Boston broker for 
one hundred dollars a month, 

About a year ago the light of day 
began to break through Pillsbury’s 
_He saw that with 
the one hundred dollars per month. the 
doctor and Mrs, ‘Fitch were living on 
the fat of the land, and could continue 
to do so, and being a man himself who 
could drive a very close bargain and 
figure down very closely, still with all 
his; knowledge, under this arrangement 
he could not figure out where he’ ‘was 
coming in, they receiving the one hun- 
dred dollars per month and he paying 
all the expenses, 

Finally Pillsbury became exasp 
and ordered the broker . out of the 
heuse: The broker refused to go but 
finally compromised with Pillsbury, 
agreeing to give’ $75.yer month and 


pay... the money to: Pullgpury —h ae sami 


Upon learning of this rs. Fite 

breach of condition of the contracts 
which Pillsbury had. signed, brought 
suit for $50,000. The doctor, who still 
owned the personal estate, brought 
suit for $15,000, ~Pillsbury’s property 
being tied up to the extent of $65,000, 
was in a bad. way, and he finally 
sought counsel, About six months 
ago his counsel, (Messrs. Knox, Coulson 
& Currier, brought a bill in equity 
praying. the court to relieve Pillsbury 
from his responsibility on the ground 
that it. was an unconscionable con- 
tract and obtained ‘by fraud. Judge 
Sheldon has just handed down a de- 
cree granting the prayer and ordered 
an injunction placed on the prosecut- 
ing of any of, these suits. He also 
ordered that the property standing In 
Pillsbury'’s name and,the dealings on 
that account should be sent to a mas- 
ter, and any advancements made by 
Pillsbury should be paid by Jefferson 
in sixty days; if not, Pillsbury would 
have an absolute title to the property. 
The trial was a long and_ interesting 
one consuming a week. The  ross-ex- 
amination of Dr Jefferson, by Mr. 
Knox, alone consuming two days. The 
plaintiff secured all he asked for, and 
this means a very important dectsion 
for him.

The fifty-first corps. of duly elected 
city officials has been inaugurated and 
we find ourselves enjoying the results 
of five decades of work performed dur- 
ing the half century in-which we have 
nearly all of us been permitted.to live. 

We can but feel gratitude, satisfac- 


| tion and excusable pride in the fact 


that we have lived and been actors 
in two progressive centuries and in the 
mést eventful years, in all that per- 
tains’ to human life and.comfort, that 
mankind has known. In. this notable 


| period we have seen, heard of, and to

Old people remgmber that 
freight trains were then almost. en- 
tirely stored and shifted’ upon side 
tracks between Water and Haverhiil 
Streets and some short sidings in 
South Lawrence. Now Lawrence has 
‘more railroad trackage in porportion 
to its area than any station upon the 
Boston and Maine system outside of 
Boston. The horse -and streef rail- 
ways had not been dreamed of — then; 
now the city is a; street railway centre 
with an exceptionally large street rail. 
way trackage for its acreage. 

Street trade has undergone’ a com- 
‘plete. change during fifty years. The 
old traders have passed or. retired. 
Stores upon business streets kept open 
doors and invited trade every day and 
evening in the week for years. The 
first proposal to close on Wednesday 
evening caused much controversy and 
opposition. The modern department 
store. was then unknown. The’ boot 
and shoe trade has perhaps had the 
most complete change. Formerly leg 
boots were the important staple, now 
they are, almost a ctrlosity. Stocks 
of boots-and shoes were kept in ori- 
ginal large wooden packing cases or In 
drawers; and on counters, now in pa- 
per boxes upon shelves, The custom 
workman, making shoes and boots to 
measure, has lost his occupation and 
the door yard shoe. shop has no tenant. 
The clothing trade has had renovation 
scarcely less complete. The, ordinary 
family grocery of today has more var- 
leties of cereals.on the shelves than 
there were -articles of food known to 
the trade fifty or thirty years ago. 
Foreign and tropical fruits and edibles 
aré’as common as potatoes and apples 
were of old.

PIPES AFFECTED BY ELECTROLY-

During this month the water works 
men-have been kept decidedly busy 
making repairs upon the water pipes 
along.._Broad'way and other atreets 
where the main pipes are laid. Mon- 
day morning a leak. was found. on 
Broadway, near Searles’ organ factory, 
and the water works men worked near- 
ly all day making the-repairs. The 
leak was not a big one, so that in- 
stead of bursting through the macadam 
the water ran along for some distance, 
bursting through at a point 15 feet 
away from the pipe that was. leaking. 
This caused considerable trouble in lo- 
cating the leak. When it was located, 
the fact was also learned that the pipe 
had corroded so that it could be cut 
with a knife. This, it is claimed, 1s 
due to electrolysis, or to the action of 
the electric current of the trolley sys- 
tem upon the pipes berieath. That this 
is not an isolate case is shown by the 
fact that of the seven breaks in jwater 


the same condition of the pipe has been 
found-to exist. In other places, where 
the electrictty~could not-have any ef- 
fect, the pipes are not corroded. It js 
dificult to ascertain how badly the 
water system pipes have been affected 
by the action of the electricity, but it 
appears €vident from the breaks that- 
‘have occurred, that considerable dam. 
age has been done in the past and {ft 
ids fair to continue.
